Since the fall of 1965, Mr. Thomson, a 
chef by occupation, has been travelling— 
mostly hitch-hiking—back and forth across 
the country, filling up his “Canadian Friend- 
ship Book’’ with the signatures, seals, sym- 
bols and greetings of provinces and cities. 


He describes the book as ‘‘mayors and 
provincial premiers wishing Canada a Happy 
Birthday’’ on its Centennial. His self spon- 
sored ‘’Canadian Centennial Tour’’ ends in 
Montreal April 28 at which time he pre- 
sents the friendship book to Centennial Com- 
missioner John Fisher. 


In addition to his friendship book, Mr. 
Thomson has gathered symbols and mo- 
mentoes from all over the world. All this 
material has made the contents of six other 
scrapbooks all of which will remain the prop- 
erty of The Centennial Commission in 
Ottawa.

SLOGAN OF THREE MAJOR TRANSPORT COS. 


One of the great Centennial projects dur- 
ing the celebration of Canada’s hundredth 
birthday will be a highway safety program 
introduced by H. M. Trimble & Sons Ltd. 
in Western Canada. Participating with 
“Trimbles’’ in the project are two associated 
carrier companies: Maccam Transport Ltd. 
and Oil & Industry Suppliers Ltd. 


Over four hundred huge tank semi-trailers 
will carry prominently displayed banner- 
decals over the four western provinces. The 
companies’ slogan ’’Make Safety Your Cen- 
tennial Project’” is accompanied by the of- 
ficial Centennial maple leaf insignia with the 
dates 1867-1967 on every decal. Three 
large decals will be attached to each of the 
four hundred vehicles.

“safety messages’ will travel over thirty 
million miles during Centennial year! All 
terminals of the companies will feature signs, 
outside flag standards, hundreds of small 
office flags, and all employees will wear Cen- 
tennial insignias.

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INMATES OF PRISON CONTRIBUTE A UNIQUE 
@ 1967 PROJECT TO HELP CANADA‘S YOUTH 


A well-known lawyer claimed on a CBC 
television program that ‘’no men are more 
patriotic than the men behind bars in our 
prisons’’. 


While that may or may not be a general 
rule, it certainly holds true in one Canadian 
prison. 


The inmates of Dorchester Penitentiary 
in New Brunswick have come up with a Cen- 
tennial project that is both unique and 
useful. 


They plan to publish a 304-page hard 
cover book on the history of the Atlantic 
Provinces. All profits from the sale will go 
into a scholarship fund to help talented but 
underprivileged youngsters through college. 


The book will feature a combined Atlantic 
Provinces crest on its cover—the four pro- 
vincial crests superimposed on a large shield 
being lifted from the water by two silver- 
backed swordfish. The crest was designed 
by an inmate. 


Title on the crest will be Panis Noster 
Mare—Our Bread the Sea. 

The book will be divided into two sec- 
tions—a commentary on the history of the 
four Provinces with pen and ink sketches 
and a full page for each year of Atlantic 
history from 1867-1967, ranging from mine 
disasters to legendary ghost tales. 


Each “‘year’’ page, as the editor of the 


@ »- ie: explained in a letter to the Centen- 


nial Commission, will be balanced by a page 
summarizing the major events in the rest of 
Canada. 

As the Dorchester editor commented, ‘‘It 
is hoped that a substantial fund can be 
created for the children of the Atlantic 
Provinces who might otherwise drop from 
school for lack of funds. If this ‘brain loss’ 
can be averted even in part, the book will 
then have made two contributions to the 
nation’s Centennial.’’ 

Officials of the Justic Department have 
given the project their blessing. e

Unique combined Atlantic Provinces crest designed by 
the inmates of Dorchester Penitentiary in New Brunswick 
features the crests of the four provinces, held up by two 
swordfish. 


VISUAL ARTS DONATED 
TO CALG. PLANETARIUM 


Six ceramic murals depicting famous 
philosophers and scientists, in an allegorical 
fashion, are being donated to the Calgary 
Centennial Planetarium. 


These plaques, two of which have been 
completed, are the design and work of a 
local artist and sculptor, Franck Albrecht. 
They will become part of the interior decor 
of the Planetarium now nearing completion 
and scheduled for opening July Ist. 


Some of the most outstanding contribu- 
tors to scientific thought and development 
of Astronomy from the 16th century to the 
present time are subjects. Copernicus, Gali- 
leo, Decartes, Newton, Kepler and Space Age 
Man will each be symbolized in an original 
manner by the artist. 


These sculptures, 3’ x 1’ in size, are 
jointly sponsored by Mr. and Mrs. Marche, 
who, with the artist, are presenting the 
plaques when completed to the Calgary 
Planetarium as their personal Centennial 
project and contribution. 


Mr. Marche, a local Calgary businessman, 
has also been Franck Albrecht’s employer 
for some years, offering encouragement and 
facilities for these and other creations.

The striking of the Fort Saskatchewan 
Commemorative Medallion signified the 
launching of another project by the Cen- 
tennial Committee in it’s program of activi- 
ties planned for this year. 


The Medallion, shown above, is the size 
of a fifty-cent piece and depicts the early 
days in the area when Indians and trappers 
travelled by canoe to trade at the fort es- 
tablished here at that time. 


The Fort Saskatchewan Commemorative 
Medallion is unique in that, with the ex- 
ception of the dies made by Universal Em- 
blems Ltd. of Edmonton, it is wholly pro- 
duced in Fort Saskatchewan. The drawings 
for the dies were designed and drawn by 
Mr. Eric Young of Fort Saskatchewan and 
the medallions were struck and die stamped 
at the Sherrit-Gordon plant in Fort Sas- 
katchewan from pure nickel manufactured 
at their plant. Sherritt-Gordon are fully 
equipped to produce and stamp any medal- 
lions any other centre may require. 


Initial number of medallions struck is 
five thousand, and the first hundred of 
these are coins reserved for official pre- 
sentations. The medallions, which are pack- 
aged in clear plastic envelopes, may be 
purchased at the Town Office at the follow- 
ing prices: 


In lots of 50 or over—80 cents each; in 
lots of 25 to 50, 90 cents each; lots of less 
than 25, $1.00 each. 


It is anticipated that the medallions will 
be available as well through local merchants 
and other outlets, at a price which should 
not exceed $1.00 each. e

AS THE VOYAGEURS@ 


PADDLE OUT OF RMH 


More than 300 light aircraft from all 
parts of North America, will converge on 
Rocky Mountain House, Alberta, May 21 to 
24, for the Rocky Mountain House Centen- 
nial ‘’Flyin’’ and Air Race. 

This unique handicap race is sponsored 
by the Rocky Mountain House Flying Club 
and the Rocky Mountain House Centennial 
Committee. The Town is located 50 miles 
west of Red Deer, or about 150 miles from 
both Edmonton and Calgary. 

The race is open to all types of light air- 
craft, with each contestant to fly a minimum 
of three consecutive legs, with an overall 
minimum time of three hours, with the last 
leg ending at Rocky Mountain House. Upon 
entering the race, each pilot will estimate 
his own gas consumption and air speed, with 
the closest to his prediction winning the 
$1,000 first prize. Second and third prizes 
are $600 and $400, respectively. The win- 
ner will also receive a distinctive painting 
by an Alberta artist. 

The planes will use the 4,900 foot AI- 
berta Government Forestry air strip, an all- 
weather, radio controlled field two miles 
north of Rocky Mountain House. The stand- 
ard Department of Transport Air Traffic Con- 
trol Flight Plan is to be filed by all pilots 
taking part in the race, and will be used by 
race officials to determine the final placings. 

Wally Protsack, President of the Rocky 
Mountain House Flying Club, says a full 
schedule of Centennial events is planned for 
the contestants and their families. ‘‘All air- 
craft owners are invited,’’ says Protsack, 
“whether or not they wish to enter the Cen- 
tennial Race’’. The planned entertainment 
includes rodeo events, and outdoor barbecue, 
and air show, featuring the RCAF’s ‘’Red 
Knight’’. The race has been fully sanctioned 
by the Alberta Centennial Committee and 
the Canadian Owner’s and Pilot’s Associa- 
tion, according to Protsack. 

The “‘flyin’’ also coincides with the start 
of the Voyageur Canoe Pageant, with the 
10 large Voyageur Canoes leaving Rocky 
Mountain House on Wednesday, May 24, to 
begin the 104-day, 3,300-mile trip to Mon- 
treal. Protsack says “‘up to 25,000 persons 
are expected to witness the start of the 
marathon Voyageur Pageant’’. He adds that 
good accommodation will be available in 
Rocky Mountain House, and surrounding 
areas, including trailer and camping facilities.
